WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—(#)— 
Meeting the nation’s billion-dollar def- 
icit by slashing expenditures to a 
minimum, and prompt passage of beer 
legislation, are most likely to form 
the principle themes of the Roosevelt- 
congressional conference in New York 
Thursday night.

FEAR OF U.S. SEEN 
IN TOKYO REPORTS 


Order To Prevent Spread 
of Conflict Believed 
Prompted by Desire To 
Avoid Friction. 


By the Associated Press. 
Shanhaikwan, new focal point of 
Sino-Japanese difficulties, fell before 
three Japanese attacks Tuesday which 
left the ancient city a smoking ruin, 
said advices reaching Peiping today. 
Five hundred Chinese soldiers were 
reported killed in bitter street fight- 


ing, and casualties among civilians, 
while not estimated carefully, were 


believed to be very high. 

It was understood the Chinese 
were gathering their forces at a point 
near the city for another battle, and 
that. three additional Japanese war- 
ships had arrived off Chingwangtao, 
a few miles south of Shanhaikwan. 

Japanese military communiques to 
Tokyo said eight Japanese soldiers 
were killed and 31 wounded during 
the Shanbaikwan conflict. These re- 
ports aiso ser forth that quiet pre- 
vailed carly Wednesday at Shapn- 
haikwan. 

Reports to Tokyo from Tientsin 
were that the Chinese were preparing 
troop trains to carry Getieral Chang 
Hsiao-iianz’s reinforcements to the 
front if the -eonflict should be re- 
sumed. 

From Chinese sources at Shanghai 
Tuesday came the charge that . the 
week-end struggle for the city of 
Shanhaikwan on the Jehol border 
merely was another step in the care- 
fully laid plans for a Japanese in- 
vasion of Mongolia and north China. 

Dr. T. V. Soong, Chinese finance 
minister, claimed that the ‘attack on 
the city by the Chinese wall was 
made as a prelude to a general exten- 
sion of the Manchurian conquest into 


China proper. 

Meanwhile, however, Tokyo offi- 
cials announced that the Japanese 
command at Shanhaikwan had been 
ordered to prevent the conflict spread- 
ing further. 

One factor in ‘this decision ap- 
parently was the desire to avoid fric- 
tion with foreign forces, including 
American, stationed in the Shanhaik- 
wan area. 

A Japanese war office spokesman 
said the Shanhaikwan clash was “in 
no wise connected with the inten- 
tions of the Japanese army ultimately 
to make Jebol unmistakably a part of 
Manchukno.” Jehol is the province 
between Manchuria and China proper. 

In Peiping General Chang UHsiao- 
liang, ousted as governor of Man- 
churia by the Japenese more than a 
year ago, was warned by Japanese 
military and naval officials that be

TALLAHASSEE, Fla., Jan. 
(/)—Before thousands who thronged 
the inaugural. place at. the. east en- 
trance to the capitol, Dave Sholtz, 
who took:to the people a campaign 
platform for “a new deal,” today he- 
came twenty-sixth governor of Florida, 

In his first message, after receiv- 
ing the oath of office from Chief Jus- 
tice Rivers Buford, of the state su- 
preme court, the 41-year-old chief ex- 
ecutive pledged himself to an admin- 
istration of strictest economy consist- 
ent with efficiency, and to discourage 
new and additional sources of revenue. 

He succeeded Doyle EF. Carlton, who 
in a farewell address, declared he re- 
tired “happy in the consciousness that 
Il have kept the faith, and that the 
fortitude of a courageous people has 
thus. far carried us safely through the 
most critical peace-time period in the 
history of our nation.” Carlton ex- 
pressed the: wish that his administra- 
tion will be remembered as one of 
“honor.” 

Sholtz, who ereated a sensation with 
his victory in the June primaries and 
then overwhelmed his republican op- 
position almost two to one in the 
general election, told the people today 
he realized he had. been elected be- 
cause he promisd “an economical ad- 
ministration in which the present costs 
of state government would be reduced 
and the burdens on the taxpayer made 
lighter.” 

“Such promises,” he asserted, “were 
not for the purpose of charming the 
imagination to the end that political 
preferment should be bestowed on me. 
I meant what J said then and I mean 
it today.” 

Sholtz said the “business of Florida 
is the biggest business in Florida” 
and that he intended to devote the 
next three months, before opening of 
the legislature in April, to a detailed 
study of Florida's problems before of- 
fering specific recomméndations for 
new laws or changes in laws.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Discuss- 


ing the deficiency appropriation bill 


én the floor of the house today Rep- 
resentative William C. Lankford, of 
(seorgia, said the “real trouble with 
the country is that there is not enough 
currency to take care of the ordinary 
needs of our citizens.” 

Earlier this session Mr. Lankford 
introduced a bill to provide for the ac- 
ceptance of farm land securities as 
the basis for the issuance of currency, 
It is now before the committee on 
banking and currency. He urged his 
colleagues to lose no time in enact- 
ing his measures into law if they ex- 
pected an early return of prosperity. 

Representative Lankford delivered 
his speech after members of the state 
delegation conferred earlier in the day 
with Hugh A. Cariphis Jr., prominent 
business leader of Winder, Ga., who 
discussed means of bringing about 
speedy economic recovery for the 
farmers. 

Mr. Cariphis called upon Georgia's 
delegation in congress to lend their 
support to any measure looking to the 
‘restoration of the normal purchasing 
power of farmers. 

“Agriculture,” he declared, “is in 
desperate straits and farming condi- 
tions in Georgia are particularly dis- 
tressing. I am convineed that we will 
not. experience economic recovery un- 
til farmers have been supplied with 
more and cheaper money. Farming 
must be placed on an equal footing 
with other. industries.” 

Among those who talked with Mr. 
Cariphis were Senators George and 
Cohen and Representatives Wood, 
Ramspeck, Cox, Parker, Mobley, Vin- 
son and Tarver. 


Foreign Investments 


Of U. S. Show Big Loss 


NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—(/)—Amer- 
ican investments abroad, having a 
face value of $17,163,620,500 at the 
end of 1932. are worth in current 
values only about nine billion dollars, 
it was estimated today by Dr. Max 
Winkler. of the New York Stock Ex- 
change firm of Bernard, Winkler & 
Co., and head of the American Coun- 
cil of Foreign Bondholders, Inc. 

Our foreign investments, measured 
by par or face values as distinguished 
from actual market values, fell more 
than $800,000,000 during the year 
from a total of $17,986.106.000 on 
January 1, 1932. This, said Winkler. 
marks the first time in the history of 
the United States as a creditor nation 
that our investments have declined in 
face amount from the preceding year. 

This decline, he esaid, was due to 
a large repatriation of foreign, par- 
ticularly European and Japanese, dol- 
lar bonds; to repayment of matured 
loans, and to operations of sinking 
funds in respect to existing issues, 


INTERSTATE SALES TAX 


IS SOUGHT BY McKEOWN 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—(/)—A 
bill calling for a_ privilege’ tax. on 
manufacturing and selling in inter- 
state commerce was introduced today 
by Representative McKeown, demo- 
crat, Oklahoma. 

The levy on manufacturers would 
he $450 for each 000 warth of 
goods sold in interstate commerce. The 
same rate would apply to whole- 
salers, but the tax for manufacturers 
who sell direct to the consumer would 
be $100. 

Chain stores would also he taxed 
$100 on each $10,000 in commodities 
sold interstate, and the same rate 
would apply to mail order houses.

DIES IN GERMANY 


Former Chancellor and 
Shipping Magnate 
Passes of Heart Attack. 


HAMBURG, Germany, Jan. 3.—() 
Dr. Wilhelm Cuno, former chancellor 
of Germany and general manager of 
the Hamburg-American Steamship 
line, died today. 

The shipping magnate-was 56 years 
old. He died suddenly when he suf- 
fered a heart attack as he was about 
to start with his wife for a vacation 
ordered by his physician. 

Dr. Cuno had suffered several days 
from heart trouble. His physician was 
summoned yesterday and insisted that 
he must start on a vacation &s. soon 
as possible. 

Dr. Cuno was born July 2, 1876, at 
Suhl, Thuringia. After completing a 
university career he entered the civil 
service and soon became counsellor in 
the Prussian finance ministry. 

During the war he held a leading 
position with the war-food ministry. 
In the winter of 1917 he left the gov- 


ernment service and became a direc- 
tor of the Hamburg-American Ship- 
ping Line, succeeding Albert Ballin as 
chairmen when the latter died Decem- 
ber 12, 1918.

Cuno was the first German 
shipping representative 


to seek re- 
establishment of shipping relations 
with the United States after the World 
War and succeeded in negotiations 
with the United American Lines for a 
joint trans-Atlantic service. 

His success as a negotiator made 
him one of the most sought German 
industrial leaders for public service. 

Besides holding directorships in ya- 
rious other shipping and transporta- 
tion companies he beeame a member 
of the reichs economic council and of 
the Hamburg Chamber of Commerce. 

He icted as economic expert dur- 
ing the armistice negotiations at Ver- 
sailles and during the Brussels, Spa.

hasten the end of his chancellorship. 

After his resignation he went to the 
United States to renew connections 
with American shipping friends and 
then re-entered the Hamburg-Amer- 
ican directorate, becoming the pre¢si- 
dent of it in May, 1926. 

In 1929 he organized the Anglo- 
German Association, of which Lord 
Reading was the British chairman 
and Dr. Cuno the German chairman. 
He belonged to the Catholic church 
and politically was a member of no 
party, but sought to bring the nation-

DETECTIVES RECOVER 
$303 478 IN PROPERTY 


Good Record Made by De- 
partment During Year, 
Poole’s Report To Show. 


Homicides. bandits, burglars and an- 
tomobile thieves kept the | detective 
force of Atlanta busy during 1932, ac- 
cording to the incomplete report of 
Chief of Detectives A. Lamar Poole, 
made public at police headquarters 
Tuesday. The sleuths made a good 
showing, according to the figures in 
the report, which revealed that prop- 
erty valued at $303. 478 was recovered. 

Outstanding points in the report 
showed that during the year just end- 
ed the detective force was responsible 
for arrests which took 4,949 alleged 
offenders into recorder’s court, of 
which number 4.597 were fined or 
sent to the city stockade, while 2.206 
cases were taken to the state courts 
and sentences totaling 3,308 years 
were meted out. 

During the year five alleged mur- 
derers were sentenced to be electro- 
ented and 13 got life terms in prison; 
26 eases of manslaughter resulted in a 
total of 246 years in sentences; 160 
eases of burglary bronght 689 years 
in prison for the eonvicted burglars: 
10S cases of robbery brought 72 
vears, and 1,153 liquor arrests resulted 
in courts imposing a grand total of 
sentences of 660 years. 

There were fewer stolen antomobiles 
during 1932, the - partial - report 
showed, than during 1931. In 1932 
there were 2,150 machines stolen, of 
which number 2.088 were recovered, 
as compared to 1931’s record of 2,641 
stolen and 2.399 recovered.

Automotive Survey of Southeast 


Will Be Launched Here This Week 


M. P. Crowe, of Waghington, D. C., 
representing the.. National Census 
Burea , automotive statisticians, is in 
Atlanta to launch an automotive sur- 
vey of this city and .the southeast. 
The survey is designed to show the 
raticoy of -owners and non-owners of 
automobile units gainfully employed, 
and the unemployed. who could be 
classed as prospective owners. 

This organization is a private one 


operating. for the automobile industry. 
Surveys in other'states have brought 
out facts, according to Mr. Crowe, 
that are interesting to economists and 
sociologists. 

For one thing, the census takers in 


the eastern states found that the. un- 
employment ‘situation has been  ex- 
aggerated to the'extent of 35 to 40 
per cent, Mr. Crowe said. Moreover, 
business conditions. are improving in 
every line, ‘they found. 

Another development was that more 
automobiles are bought by persons 
making $1,400 or less than by. those 
earning $6,500 a year and more. More 
than two-thirds of all cars sold are 
bought by persons making $3,000 a 
year and less, and half of all gain- 
fully employed persons do not own 
cars, the survey revealed. 

Mr. Crowe's census will cover Geor- 


ia, the Carolinas, Floridg and Ala- 

a, the canvass .centerifg on la 
areas. There will be 320 census tak- 
ers in all, 40 per cent of whom will be 
brought from the east and.the rest re- 
cruited locally.

Eighty men, women and children 
were killed and 1,545 injured in 
4,010 automobile accidents in the 
Greater Atlanta area during 1932, 
according to statistics gathered by 
Dixie Associated Motorists.

Hitler’s 
Dilemma. 

Before assuming power, General 
Kurt Von Schleicher invited Adolphus 
Hitler to Berlin for a conference, The 
general wanted to make-a last effort 
to get Hitler to share responsibility. 
The great “fuehrer” (duce, leader) 
accepted the invitation and took the 
evening train from Munich to Berlin. 

However, when the Hitlerite lieu- 
tenants in Berlin were at the station 
next morning, no Hitler. To their 
amazement they learned that the 
fuehrer had left the train in the mid- 
dle of the night at Weimar. At Wei- 
mar, namely Hitler had been awaken- 
ed by others of his lieutenants, who 
belong to the more. revolutionary 
group in nazidom, and these men had 
persuaded him to let Schleicher pad- 
die his own canoe. And so the oppor- 
tunity was missed once more. Hitler 
is still in opposition and he can keep 
on erying and screaming and bai- 
boozling the people. Only Schleicher 
is an astute politician. He may be a 
junker and a reactionary, but he has 
a head on him. 

Schleicher has thousands of jobs to 
give away, especially in Prussia, 
where the Von Papen government has 
carried out a systematic elimination 
of the socialists from government po- 
sitions. The general is willing to fill 
the vacant jobs with Hitlerites. But 
at a price, of course. Adolphus must 
co-operate with the government, The 
temptation is great. But the pres- 
sure from Adolph’s followers is even 
greater. Something at last, they seem 
to think, after the years of empty 
promises. If Adolphus should stand 
pat, nevertheless, in his determination 
not to tolerate a Schleicher govern- 
ment, the general has another arrow 
in his bow. He will threaten with a 
new election. 

Now another election is like a 
nightmare in the Hitler camp, because 
the last one showed a_ decline in 
2.000.000 votes for their movement. 
Another one, at this moment, would 
unquestionably show that the process 
of disintegration is proceeding rapidly.

Provision for Prices. 


The bill establishes a “fair ex- 
change value” for wheat, cotton and 
tobacco, defining it as the price which 
shall bear the same ratio to other 
commodity prices as the price received 
for these farm crops did from 1909 
to 1914. 

By deducting the actual market 
price from the value, the secretary of 
agriculture would arrive at a “fair 
exchange allowance.” This allowance 
would be the rate of the tax levied on 
progressing and after administrative 
costs were deducted, would be the 
amount of the premium paid to the 
producer. 

Jones estimated the present “fair 
exchange value” of wheat at 90 cents 
a bushel and ef cotton at 12 cents a 
pound. The value of tobacco would 
vary for the different types. 

In order to apply the plan gradual- 
ly to hogs, the bill states definitely 
what shall be considered their “fair 
exchange value” in 1933.

SAY PEIPING DISPATCHES 

PEIPING, Jan. 4—( Wednesday )— 
(#)—The walled Chinese city of Shan- 
haikwan, which, it was said here this 
morning, fell into the hands of the 
Japanese after their third attack late- 
Tuesday, was reported today to be a 
smoking ruin. 

In the repeated attacks 500 Chinese 
troops were killed. The Japanese used 
tanks during two hours of bitter 
fighting in the streets. 

It was understood that almost the 
entire south wall of Shanhaikwan was 
flattened by shellfire. 

The Chinese were believed to have 
reformed their lines a mile southwest 
of the city and were preparing to of- 
fer further resistance. 

Japanese military leaders said their 
forces pursued the fleeing Chinese sol- 
diers “a short distance’ southward 
along the tracks of the Mukden rail- 
road, but that they “did not intend to 
proceed far.” 

It was said civilian non-combat- 
ants suffered even more than the 
Chinese troops. No estimate was avail- 
able of the number of citizens killed, 
but casualties were believed to be 
very heavy.. | 

It was reported that three addition- 
al Japanese warships had &arrived off 
Chingwanwtao, a few miles south of 
Shanhaikwan, and had made an at- 
tempt to land Japanese marine units. 

The marines, however, wer. re- 
pulsed by Chinese forces. It also was 
reported that a Japanese aircraft car- 
‘ier arrived at Tangku, at the mouth 


of the river below Tientsin. 


DR. SOONG SEES ATTACK 

AS PART OF GENERAL PLAN 

SHANGHAI, Jan. 3.—(#)—Dr. T. 
V. Soong, finance minister of the 
Chinese government, declared today | 
that Japan’s attack on Shanhaikwan 
was “only another step in the care- | 
fully laid plans of Japanese milita- | 
rists” to invade Mongolia and_ north 
China. | 

The finance minister made_ this 
statement after he had conferred with 
General Chiang Kai-shek, chairman 
of the nationalist government military | 
affairs commission. General Chiang 
refused to divulge what took place at | 
the conference. He indicated he was | 
returning to Nanking, the capital, im- | 
mediately. | 

Meanwhile, reports were received | 
that eizht Japanese warships arrived | 
today at Chinwangtao, Chinese sea- | 
port about 10 miles southeast of | 
Shankaikwan 

Japanese sources here asserted that 
the attack on Shankaikwan was aimed 
at the “elimination” of Chinese from 
that area and they considered it prob- 
able that permanent occupation of the 
city by the Japanese would result. 

The Japanese, however, expressed 
the belief that the hostilities would be 
localized and that the province of 
Jehol would not be involved. 


AMERICA WILL PURSUE 
NON-RECOGNITION PLAN 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—(UP)— 
The doctrine of “non-recognition,” 
first applied by Secretary of State 
Stimson last winter to Japan’s Man- 
churian conquest, will likewise affect 
any further expansion by Japan on 
the Asiatic mainland in violation of 
the Kellogg or nine-power pacts, 
This position was made clear in a 
high official quarter today after re- 
ports of the clash between Japanese 
and Chinese forces at Shanhaikwan 
reached here. Some observers believe 
this is the first move in a campaign 
ie conan control of a part of north 
ina. 


JAPANESE DELEGATION 
PROTESTS TO LEAGUE 

GENEVA, Jan. 3.—(UP) — The 
Japanese delegation today informed 
the League of Nations that during 
the last few days Marshal Chang 
Hsiao-liang has been mobilizing his 
troops in the direction of Jehol and 
that since November 20, has been con- 
structing trenches between Jehol and 
Shanhaikwan, scene of the present op- 
erations. 

The Japanese note does not mention 
the Shanhaikwan fighting. 

Meanwhile the Chinese delegation. 
under W. W. Yen, hurriedly prepared 
a communication charging the Japa- 
nese intend to take over the province 
of Jehol in the present campaign. 


TOKYO ORDERS COMMAND

TOKYO, Jan. 3.—(P)-—-News that 
the battle of Shanhaikwan nad ended 
in the complete route of the Chinese 
was followed today by a government 
statement that the Japanese command 
in the field had been ordere.i to lucal- 
ize the conflict.

In the meantime, 
Swift argued, changes can be made 
in the Reconstruction Finance Cor 
poration act to make the present fed- 
eral relief loans more neurly meet 
the needs.

COUNTY SCHOOL WORK 


Despite the fact that the county 
school system has disbursed approxi- 
mately $46,000 more than it has re- 
ceived to date from its various 
sources of revenue, the system will 
be on an even financial keel by the 
end of the school year, and if all 1982 
taxes are paid the system will be 
far ahead of its disbursements, ac- 
cording to the annual report made 
to the county board of education 
Tuesday by Jere A. Wells, superin- 
tendent. 

Working on a_ budget based on 
anticipated revenue of $1,096,428.30, 
the school system has spent $968.- 
564.02 during 1932. However, the 
receipts fell below the e@timated 
amount and only $922,673.10 was 
taken in, leaving the system to date 
approximately 446,000 expended above 
its receipts. This will be absorbed 
by the end of the school year, Mr. 
Wells said, by virtue of the fact that, 
effective September 1, all school em- 
ployes, including teachers, were re- 
duced 162-3 per cent in salary in 
anticipation of a shrinkage in the 
tax digest and income. By the end of 
the school year the wage reductiou 
will absorb the amount, he said. 

Superintendent Wells pointed out 
further that the system is now due 
$110.086 from the county on uncol- 
lected 1932 taxes and $5,837.90 on 
1931 taxes. The system also is due 
$68,550.78 from the state department 
of education on unpaid appropria- 
tions for 1928. 1929 and 1931. The 
appropriation for 1930 has been paid, 
Mr. Wells said. 

At. the meeting of the board Tues- 
day it was reported that the recent 
burning of the Crabapple school re- 
sulted in &8,181.31 damage, but that 
insurance of $7.500 reduces the ac- 
tual loss to $681.31. The board re- 
ferred the matter of rebuilding and 
adjustment with the contractor to the 
board's attorney. It also was voted 
to merge the Roswell city school 
system with that of Fulton county 
and a resolution was ordered drawn 
for presentation at the next meeting, 
which will be held next Tuesday.

The model budget says that one- 
fourth is the largest amount that 
should be spent for shelter.

Fortunately most of us do not have 
to think of housing in such meager 
and miserable terms. We expect our 
homes to have comforts, sanitary ar- 
rangements, adequate heating facili- 
ties and a certain degree of charm. 

If one week's pay out of each 
month's income is set aside for rent

Strange as it may seem, it. is just 
about .S expensive one way as Aan- 
other.

nearly all the time. 

If the money is tied up in .the 
house instead of earning interest in 
the bank, that should be -taken into 
account, 

There is a feeling of pride and 
community spirit in a house owner 
which a renter may not have, how- 
ever, and that is worth much. 

A family may have to spend a lit- 
tle more than a fourth of the income 
in order to give growing children 
light, air and a yard to play in. Or 
accessibility to place of business may 
complicate the location chosen.
